On the morn- 
ing of Wednesday, between 3 and 4 o'clock, 6 
carriage was seen driving on Eighteenth street, 
and turning south on Wentworth avenue in the 
rear of the Hospital, and this is supposed to 
have been driven by some one connected with 
the escape and flight of the prisoner. During 
the time that Sheridan has been in the Hospital 
he has had attending him a colored nurse by the 
name of Albert Clark, who was a Convalescent 
patient. Sheridan had evidently gained the 
friendship and confidence of this man Clark, and 
suspicion points to him ag having aided the es- 
cape, and yesterday morning he was before Jus- 
tice Boyden for examination, and was held un- 
der bonds of $700 for his appearance Tuesday. 

On the other hand, the afticers of the Hospital 
are of the opinion that Officers Meyers and 
O'Brien know more in regard to the case than 
they are willing to admit.

Warned 
by their experience, Lord & Taylor would hence-

TOWN BOARDS AGAIN. 

We print this morning the views of Mr. James 
P. Root, ex-County Attorney, who has had long 
official. and personal experience in township 
government; and, according to his judgment, 
the late -act of the Legislature has left the so- 
called Town Boards of Chicago in a singular 
muddle. The Rountree act provided that, in 
towns lying wholly within the limits of a city, no 
taxes shall be levied by the town meeting, and 
that all sums required for town expenses shall 
be ascertained by the Oounty Board, and upon 
their order be extended by the County. Clerk. 
This law Mr. Root considers unconstitutional, 
because it delegates the power to tax the people 
of one municipality to the government of 
another municipality, and one not chosen by the 
people who are to be taxed. All taxes levied by 
any corporate. body must be uniform within its 


‘jurisdiction; but, under this law, the County 


Board would have to levy rates different in all 
the towns, and different from the rate of county 
taxes. Therefore, the Rountree act proposes 
that which is expressly prohibited by the State 
Constitution. 

It has been affirmed by the Supreme Court, in 
various cases, that no one but the corporate au- 
thority of the municipality can levy taxes to bé 
paid’ people of that municipality. This 
was emph. iet Illy laid down in the Lincoln Park 
case. The difficulties of this case do not, however, 


end here. In the charter of the City of Chi- 
cago of 1863 it was declared that no tax should 


be collected by the-town authorities in West Chi- 
cago, North Chicago, or South Chicago, for town 
purposes, exceeding $1,000 a year. Subse- 
quently this was amended by increas- 
ing the sum to $1,500 a year:- The Roun- 
tree act, in express terms, re-enacts these provi- 
sions of the city charter, aud makes them part 
of the general Township law of the State. 80 
that, by whomsoever the tax is levied in either of 
these towns, the tax for town 2 cannot 
exceed $1,500 a year in each town. 

On the question who is to levy the tax, Mr 
Root finds no authority left in any person. The 
County Board cannot do so, for the reasons giv- 
en. The Town Board cannot do so. The peo- 
ple, at the town meeting, cannot vote the tax, 
because the law giving them the power is ex- 
pressly repealed. The result reached, therefore, 
is that, in. the multiplicity of repealing and 
amendatory acts, all that is left respecting the 
three towns in the (ity of Chicago is the limita- 
tion that the tax for town purposes shall not 
exceed $1,500 a year in each town; but the 
whole authority and machinery to levy this tax 
has been abolished. By the statute the County | 
Board has the authority; but, as this statute is in 
direct oppSsition tg the provisions of the Consti- 
tution, any levy made under it will be illegal and 
void. So, for 1874, and until the Legislature can 
apply remedial legislation, there is no power 
vested anywhere to levy any tax for town pur- 


poses in either of the three towns of this city. 


Apparently ignorant of thie new condition of 
things, the bummers of the South Town met in 
convention yesterday, and there was a scramble 
for the offices.

At a 
meeting of relief held in Calcutta, Feb. 6, reports 
were read which go to show that the landless 
classes everywhere throughout the vast area of 
Bengal must suffer, owing to the dryness of the 
season and the want of rain to bring forward 
the crops. Inthe famine districts the distress is 
terrible. | In Tirhoot alone the civil officers have 
1,000,000 of people on their hands. In Chum- 
farum, 400,000; in Sarun, 100,000; and im Patna 
1,500,000) persons have lost their harvests, and 
are dependent upon the Government for food. 
In some sections rain has fallen, but it has in- 
jured and sometimes ruined the grain, which was 
going forward im open wagons for the relief of 
the suffering ; while in other sections the rain- 
tall has heen so continuous that it has mace the 
roads impassable, thus preventing the authori- 
ties from getung provisions to the starving.

Now, if you want to see that others are as 
self-sacrificing as Dixon, just say to Sterling and 
Rock Falls, We will start our canal just above | 
your dam, and will build and maintain a fine 
water-power as at Moline ;” and you will see 


perfection so finely ascribed to our Dixon 
friends, aud are quite willing to be sacrificed for 
the public good. a 

The friends of this canal-scheme, whereby 
Rock River is to be robbed of its water, may just 
as well understand first as last, that self-preserv- 
ation is the first instinct of all animated life ; 
and that the people of this county will never 
tamely submit to be robbed of a right that is 
older than the Government itself; and that is. 
to have Rock River, with all of its benefits, flow 
through her borders, : 
For myself, I have never had any fears that 
the wheels of time were to be rolled back a hun- 
dred years, in erder to explode again the oft- 
repeated folly. that als cannot be made avail- 
able, as a general rule for commercial purposes; 
but, so long as politiians are anxious to ride 
public sentiment for their own ends, and téwns | 
are seeking their own fancied elevation at; the 
expense of their hard-working and econemizing 
neighbors, it stands us in hand to serve a timely 
notice that, when (a wrong so fearful, is perpe- 
trated, whatever there is left of us will be there 
to witness it. 

The men engaged in this warfare upon our in- 
teresis must know that it takes far less efforé3o* 
detext.such a measure than it does to carr At, 
and that it will bea long time before the Con- 
gress of the United States will rob the people of 
this county, not only of their hard earnings, but 
of a boon that God placed within our borders. 

We ask to be permitted to enjoy the fruits of 
our own labor unmolested, and we pledge the 
people of Illinois that we will not attempt or 
sanction a robbery of our neighbor's earnings to 
enrich ourselves.

A hberal movement in metals, 
nails, and other hardware was reported, at uni- 
formly steady prices. Iron was moderately ac- 
tive at the quoted rates. The wool, hop, and 
broom-corn markets were quiet and withopt ma- 
terial change. Hay was dull and weak under 
hberal receipts. Seeds were moderately active 
at about yesterday’s range of prices, though tim- 
othy was easier and g crushing flax seed sold 
at $2.10. ‘The offerings of potatoes in cars were 
considerably larger, and sellers were 
forced to make concessions before they 
could dispose oof their consignments. 
Green fruits are firm and in fair request. The 
offerings of choice apples and cranberries are 
éxtremely light, and oranges are firm, owing to 
the fact that the crop abroad is short. The sup- 
ply of poultry was scarcely adequate, and choice 
small turkeys and chickens sell readily at full 
prices. Eggs were in active local request at 13c, 
with the offerings liberal. .
